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The Bev. Dr. Tern site LcBoy Lock- 
wood, aged seventy-seven years, a well- 
known Presbyterian clergyman, and tor 
fifteen years a resident of this town, 
died euddeoly on Friday morning of lest 
week et hie borne, No. 16 Leaox Avenue, 
East Orange. Dr. Lockwood’s death oc¬ 
curred soon after be bed flnlsbed ble 
breakfast. When be arose be seemed 
to be la excellent health and eplrlta. 
Be ate a hearty breakfast, end at Ue 
conclusion went to bis study sod at¬ 
tended to ble usual morning routine. 
Halt an hour later ble eon, Charles 
Lockwood, wbo wee tbe ooly member of 
the family In tbe house, discovered that 
tbe bathroom was locked. -Receiving 
no response to bis cell, be became 
alarmed and foroed tbe door open. Ly¬ 
ing fully dressed on tbe floor was bis 
father. A beety examination showed 
that Dr. Lockwood was dead. Though 
he bed not complained of suffering. It Is 
believed that bis death was due to tbe 
exoeeslve heat, for though his general 
health was good he was feeble. 

Tbe funeral service took pleoe Sunday 
afternoon end wee conducted by tbe 
Bev. Dr. Wilson S.Phraner, pastor of tbe 
Munn Avenue Presbyterian Church, as¬ 
sisted by Bev. Dr. John Fulton Patter- 
eon, pastor of Central Presbyterian 
Church, Orange, who offered prsyvr, end 
by Bev. Dr. David B. Fraser, Bev. Dr. 
I. B. Hopwood and Bev. Dr. Lyman 
Whitney Allen of Newark, who spoke 
briefly. Mies Bits V. Z. Cobb sang. 
The burial was In tbs family plot In 
Boeedale Cemetery. 

Dr. Lockwood’s wife and daughter, 
Miss Marla Lockwood, went to Aabury 
Park last wash, and warn to have re¬ 
turned next Monday. A message wan 
hastily dispatched to them. 

Dr. Lockwood wss born In Rochester, 
N. Y., on Deoember IS, 1886. end when 
five years old wss takas by his parents 
to Cleveland, O., where be attended 
school until be was fourteen years old. 
He later entered Knox College et Gales¬ 
burg, III., end on graduating from there 
In I860 entered Union Theological Semi- 
nary of New York, graduating with tba 
class of 1863. He wee ordained e min¬ 
ister on December 29 of tbe seme year, 
end tbe Congregational Church of Ga¬ 
lena, III., became bit first charge. In 
1854 be was celled to tbe pastorate of a 
church In Granville, HI., remaining 
there flve years, after which he wee 
pastor of tbe Rahway Presbyterian 
Churqb from 1859 to 1864. He attracted 
attention by his steadfast sdbersnoe to

He retired from the active 
ministry Id 1880. During tbe Interval 
betweeu that time and tbe fall of 1885 
Dr. Lockwood lived lo Ann Arbor, Mlcb , 
substituting for various ministers. 
He came to this town in 1895 and 
lived here until 1900, when be moved lo 
East Orange. He occasionally preaohed 
In the Preabyteilan churches here. 
After his retirement from active work 
Dr. Lockwood wrote for religions peri¬ 
odicals, and he waa also a prominent 
contributor tu tba Sunshine Department 
of the New York Tribune, He received 
the degiee of doctor of divinity from 
Hillsdale College, Mlcb., In 1877. Dr. 
Look wood waa e member of Hope 
Lodge, F. and A. M., of East Oraoge, 
and la said to have never missed e 
meeting. * »

Bloom fielders beve always been reedy 
to oonoede tbet lo many raspects East 
Oraoge le e superior pleas, but accord¬ 
ing to tba oploloo expressed by so 
Oraoge paper about tbe Eaet Oraoge 
police the Eaet Oraogelte has nothing 
to brag about In tbat line.
